their habitual appearance on the public
thorough/arei during thy hours that
belong to the half world. To witness
this procession of girls, many under thir¬
teen years of ace. night after night, one

wonders what their parents are thinking
of to allow them such unrestrained lib¬
erty. It Is scarcely conceivable that
they know that their daughters are "on
parade."
Pertinent to this Important social ques¬

tion is the paper of Mrs. John IX Town-
ser.d, In the current number of the North
American Review. Among other thing.]
she says.
"The only remedy seems to be com¬

pulsory responsibility, a* indicated by
curfew ordinance. And If it is neces¬

sary that such protection should be af¬
forded t<> children in a city of 1^0,000
population, how much more is It desira¬
ble where the population Is so tnueh
greater.so large a proportion of the
children thereof having been surr unded
by vice from birth. Beyond the ad¬
vantage? to the youth and rieht think¬
ing parent*, the aid thus afforded to the
police in th» suppression of crime must
he considered, as also the additional
comfort afforded to citizens who are

compelled to be abroad at night In being
fre-»d from the shocking sight* and
bounds which greet the eye and ear In
many portions of our city."
The recklessness of the conduct of

*-»me of the young girls who parade the
streets of Wheeling ought to attract th<»
attention of some of the philanthropic
woman's societies of the city. There are

mothers in thes* organisations who
know the fruits of the license enjoyed by
these girls, and their motherhood should
Inspire them to pome action In the mat¬
ter.

In this connection there Is a relative
matter that demands attention, and
whfch was discussed in the. Intelligen¬
ce lait Tuesday, and tli.it Is the attend¬
ance at promiscuous dances of girls who
are not many yours removed from the
nursery stag". Some stringent meas¬

ure* should b" taken to save these chil¬
dren from a fate worse than death.

Washington dlspach Chicago Times
Herald, (Ind.): The greatest pIlKrJmage.
known In modern times was tliut which
was Keen at Canton, Ohio, during the
recent campaign. Major McKlnloy to¬
day enjoys tho unique distinction of
having been visited by n larger ntim-
Ikm* of persons In a given tlrno than any
other living man. Perhaps the country
will never again see such an outpouring
of people as that witnessed at Canton
during the past four or live months. It
will be a Jong tlmo before another
presidential candidate attracts such
multitudes through iris popularity and
the Intense Interest which his coun¬
trymen felt In the election. Great an the
number of pilgrims to Canton was. tho
figures prepared by the railroad com-
pa tiles ami submitted to Major Me.
Klnley about ten days ago are incredi¬
ble. They had Just completed their au¬
diting and sent him a statement to the
effect that they hnd carrhd into Can¬
ton between June IS, the day the nomi¬
nation was ma le at St. LouIb, and No¬
vember 3. flection day, 760,000 people.
Major Mt Klnley could not believe that
theee figures were accurate. He had In
h general way kept tub upon the num¬
ber of people who gathered >n his front
yard day after day, and he bad estima¬
ted the total at something like 500.000.
Hut there are the cold figures submit¬
ted by the various railroad companies,
and the President-elect does not think
it is competent for ham to question
their accuracy.

11' the railroad companies dkl carry
Into Canton the number or people which
they say they did, they performed an
unexampled feat In railroading. Canton
is not a great railroad center, as Chi¬
cago or St. Louis, or even Indianapolis
is. But one trunk line runs directly Into
the town, the Pennsylvania. The Balti¬
more it Ohio has a Canton connec¬
tion, whloh is fairly direct via Ak¬
ron. There Is only one other road, and
th.it Is of a local character. Stop and
think for a moment what tho figures
730,000 applied to passengers by rail
means in the way of transportation. It
means 12.500 cars loaded to their ca¬
pacity. reckoning sixty persons to a
car. Between tho nomination of Mc¬
Klnloy and tlte election there were
about nineteen weeks. The average
number of cars, all fully occupied,must
therefore have been rather more than
six hundred a day. It may well be
doubted if this number of cars was ex¬
ceeded by all the railroads running Into
Chicago during the World's Fair,except
tho last six weeks of the exposition.
Six hundred cars a day means sixty
trains of ten cars each. Did the raJl-
roods do it. or ar they making some
mistake or exaggeration in their fig¬
ures? It does not Hoem credible. There
were days in which they rolled Into
Canton thirty or forty such trains, but
they will have to come forward with
some detailed statement before they
make people believe they kept up an
average of sixty trains a day, Sundays
und all. through that period.
Kven If the number of passengers

carried into Canton was only half that
reported It was a marvelous perform¬
ance in railroading. So numerous were
the special trains to Canton that rail¬
road yards in that town went practic¬
ally cleared of freight cars. A3! the side
tracks were used for passenger cars
and extra tracks were laid. Even this
did not sufllce, and the Pennsylvania
Company, which handled the bulk of
the trallle, found It necessary to run
trains from the east through Masslllon.
eight miles west, in order to tirwi a
place for the cars to stand during the
few hours elapsed. while their passen¬
gers wore standing before Major Mc-
Kinley's porch.
